Louisville, Jan 21 --Beginning 1 this 
week the "emergency" campaign of 
the Kentucky .Jamestown Exposition 
Commission will commence through- 
out the State. A canvass will be 
made in every county of Kentucky 
with the hope of at once rounding 
out the $40 000 fund which is needed 
for the purpose of making an exhibit 
of Kentucky products and resources 
at the Jamestown Exposition. It has 
become necessary to make this a 
whirlwind canvas for funds because 
it is announced from Norfolk that 
the Exposition will positively open 
on April 26, and the time for the 
erection of Kentucky's Building and 
the collection of a State Exhibit is 
very brief. 

As has been announced, the Ken- 
tucky Building at Jamestown will be 
a replica of the fort erected by Dan- 
iel Boone in 1755. The main features 
of the original fort will be carried 
out, though there will be a total of 
only eight cabins in the Kentucky 
Building. Four of these cabins will 
be built of logs from western Ken- 
tucky and four constructed of logs 
shipped from the eastern section of 
the state. The two center cabins 
will be connected by a roof which 
will form a broad piazza between 
the structures and it is not improba- 
ble that there will be made on exhib- 
it of historical objects from this 
State. These cabins will be used as 
a place where Kentucky will extend 
hospitality to her own citizens and 
the world at large during the great 
international Fail 

Around the entire building will 
run a stockade. While the original 
stockade was some ten feet in height, 
it has been decided to considerably 
reduce the height of the Jamestown 
barrier in order that the better view 
can be had from all the Cabins of 
Hampton Roads. The Kentucky 
Building will be situated in abeauti 
ful pine forest and within a stone's 
throw of the water.

Food and medical supplies contin- 
ue scarce, but relief ships are hurry- 
ing to the stricken city from many 
quarters, so that there will soon be 
an alleviation in this respect. 

The dead list is probably about 700 
and the seriously injured in hospi- 
tals number in the neighborhood of 
500. Many others who were injur- 
ed are, being cared for at their tem- 
porary homes. 

Progress is being made in clear- 
ing away the debris. Dynamite is 
resorted to in clearing away menac- 
ing ruins. 

Good order prevails in the city. 
Admiilal Davis, who is in tne harbor 
with the battleships Missouri and 
Indiana, was called on for help in 
the work of policing the city and he 
promptly responded by landing ma- 
rines. These sea-soldiers were used 
in picketing the streets and assisting 
the British authorities in the main- 
tenance of order, until Sunday, 
when they were withdrawn on or-i 
der of the Governor of Jamaica. j

Church, two Ol three years ago. The organ in this church is regarded as i 
of the finest Instruments In the United States, and It was built at large 
expense. Gullmant gave two recitals there. The first went off all right, but 
at the second one, the large auditorium being filled In every part, the fine 
instrument cave out right In the middle of the playing by Gullmant of one 
Of his celebrated pieces, and the great organist was In a pet in a second. 
Someone went upon the platform and asked if there was anyone in the audi- 
ence who knew how to get over the trouble. Some one volunteered to get 
the big organ going again, and Gullmant finished his recital without further 
hindrance. 

It Is related of Dudley Buck that he had his own troubles when the beau- 
tiful new organ was installed in the Church of the Holy Trinity and it was 
doubtful for some time whether he could be induced to play the Instrument 
on the first Sunday It wag ready for use. The famous American composer 
and organist found his way to the organ loft morning and evening for a week 
or two, putting In extra hours mastering the stops and electrical appliances, 
but he at last, through many brave trials, mastered the Instrument perfectly 
and long played upon it.
